We  are  now  on  the  pinnacle  of  eminence  and  deign  to  look  upon  those 
traveling  the  road  we  have  trod.  Yet  our  Graduation  will  again  make  us 
nervous  "scrubs",  either  in  the  nation's  universities,  or  in  the  college  of  life.

PLAY  and  players  shared  equal  honors  on  the  night  of  May  12  when 
the  Senior  Play,  "New  Lives  for  Old"  was  presented  in  the  Audi- 
torium. To  the  wonderful  success  of  the  piece  is  added  the  glory  of  the 
fact  that  the  author,  Miss  Alice  Wilson,  is  herself  a  Senior.  It  was  rather 
a  heavy  undertaking  for  an  amateur,  but  Miss  Wilson  has  succeeded  in 
giving  us  the  best  Senior  play  ever  seen  in  Berkeley  High.  Neither  comedy 
nor  tragedy,  but,  with  satisfying  elements  of  both,  the  play  is  entirely 
thrilling.  As  though  two  love  stories,  to  say  nothing  of  the  spy,  were  not 
enough,  the  author  gives  us  in  addition  a  reincarnation  plot,  skillfully 
weaving  the  whole  together  with  Betty's  dream. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  actors  who  came  forward  from 
our  Senior  Class.  Crittenden  Loveland,  as  the  villainous  Jocelyn,  who  after 
seven  hundred  years  still  followed  his  natural  bent  for  villainy,  was  remark- 
ably real.  So  was  Dorothy  Whiting  as  Miss  Phidelia,  whose  "dominating 
personality"  ruled  the  Blue  Boar  Inn  in  Sherwood  Forest  centuries  ago. 
Cecil  Mathews  as  Cawdor  seemed  quite  to  forget  that  he  was  acting  in  the 
medieval  scenes,  and  Marion  Fisher  played  his  wife  with  a  brave  resigna- 
tion which  made  the  character  real.  The  Saracen  woman,  whose  destiny 
is  linked  with  that  of  Cawdor  and  Ames,  was  played  by  Pauline  Borradaile 
with  exactly  the  right  feeling  for  the  Oriental  spirit,  and  the  part  of  her 
husband,  Frederick  Ames  was  taken  by  Warren  Nevin,  who  succeeded  in 
putting  in  some  touches  of  the  remarkable  into  a  rather  quiet  part.  Herbert 
Howard  took  the  part  of  Blondel,  Betty's  Troubador,  very  well  indeed,  and 
Harriet  Phillips  played  Betty  wonderfully,  her  terrified  scream  in  the  duel 
scene  contrasting  vividly  with  her  merry  laugh  of  the  previous  scenes. 
Marion  Gabriel,  as  the  witch,  who  was  really  the  witch's  daughter,  was 
equally  good  as  Molly,  the  superstitious  Irish  maid.  Dr.  Palmer,  Walter 
Griffiths,  was  very  good  and  so  were  the  foresters,  rustics,  and  villagers. 


The  song  at  the  Inn  was  spirited  and  do  you  remember  how  Paul  Goss 
liked  that  beer?  And  the  cat!  Her  acting  was  absolutely  natural.  Al- 
though rather  strange,  it  was  nevertheless  true  that  most  of  the  actors 
were  better  in  the  medieval  scenes  than  in  those  of  the  present  day. 

The  lighting  effects,  under  the  able  management  of  Maynard  Roter- 
mund,  were  splendid,  and  he  and  his  assistants  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
their  success,  particularly  in  the  mysterious  transformation  scene  when 
before  the  very  eyes  of  the  audience  the  streets  of  modern  London,  seen 
through  the  window  of  the  room  where  Betty  lies  asleep,  fade  away  and 
melt  into  a  lance  in  old  England. 

The  new  sets  of  scenery  were  beautiful,  and  Fearing  Morris  deserves  the 
admiration  of  all  for  having  all  the  properties  and  just  the  right  ones  at 
the  right  time.  The  music,  under  Miss  Abendroth,  was  a  great  addition 
especially  in  the  altogether  marvelous  duel  scene. 

Mr.  Mathieu,  who  so  ably  coached  the  actors  and  directed  the  entire 
production,  decerves  the  praise  of  those  greater  than  ourselves,  but  if  our 
opinion  is  of  any  value  to  him,  he  can  rest  assured  of  our  intense  admira- 
tion and  gratitude.

"Love  Under  Difficulties"  started  the  program  with  a  swing.  Revela- 
tions in  the  strategy  of  secreting  superfluous  callers  (Walter  Sisson,  George 
Marvin,  Carl  Watts)  were  made  by  Thelma  Badgley  and  her  maid,  Lola 
Blankenship.  Furniture  is  not  always  what  it  seems,  as  was  attested 
when  the  playwright,  Davis  Woolley,  appeared  upon  the  scene  to  claim 
his  just  reward.  The  plot  was  snappy  and  exceedingly  well  carried  out. 
As  a  relief  from  such  exciting  situations,  Flora  Jenness,  flutist,  accompanied 
by  Zelda  Hulse,  gave  a  well  received  solo. 

Time  seemed  to  have  taken  a  jump  in  the  next  piece,  for  we  saw  Cecil 
Mathews,  a  respectable  gray-haired  widower,  engaged  in  the  trials  of 
steering  his  giddy  son,  Wendell  Hutchinson,  past  the  dangers  of  society, 
represented  by  "Bob"  Paul,  "Wop"  Seeley,  and  "  Les "  Stockird.  The 
maid,  Everard  Hunt,  gave  a  clever  touch  to  "A  Father's  Part  ". 

A  real  treat,  something  entirely  new  in  our  dramatics,  was  a  ballroom 
dance,  "  The  Cecile ",  in  which  Bonnie  Himes  and  Gaylord  Smith  scin- 
tillated. The  generous  applause  voiced  our  admiration,  for  the  dance  was 
original,  and  most  graceful  in  its  movement. 

Frank  Siegrist,  accompanied  by  Helen  Arnold,  gave  selections  on  the 
cornet  and  was  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  best  of  our  musicians.  In 
Tom  Larke's  "  Case  of  the  Lost  Civics  Notes "  chemical  reaction  was  in- 
geniously used  and  the  playlet  so  constructed  that  the  solving  of  the 
mystery  was  accomplished  by  Detective  Craig  Biedenbach  Kennedy's  "  foot- 
print solution".  Alice  Brunk  was  the  damsel  in  distress,  rescued  by  the 
combined  efforts  of  Cumberpatch,  Plummer,  and  Pearce.  The  Orchestra 
then  put  us  in  the  right  frame  of  mind  for  the  "Hussar,"  a  Hungarian  military 
dance,  creditably  performed  by  five  of  Miss  O'Neil's  girls.  Our  concert  master

Dorothy  Lawton, 
Myrtle  Steen,  and  Lucy  Moore,  with  Bruce  Hamilton  and  Cecil  Mathews, 
gave  excellent  support,  and  the  other  twenty-seven  members  of  the  cast 
joined  in  attractive  songs  and  ate  with  great  relish  from  lunch  baskets. 

Alma  Smith  gave  an  interesting  and  original  dance,  "'  The  Descent 
from  Mars  in  1951".  Vim's  '"Chalk  Talk"  was  especially  good,  and  proved 
that  we  have  a  cartoonist  who  is  making  his  mark. 

The  Hawaiian  selections  by  the  girls  of  the  Ukulele  Club,  under  the 
leadership  of  Minnie  Ingham,  with  Dorothy  Sawyer  as  violinist,  formed 
a  fitting  conclusion.  Subdued  light  from  the  low-hanging,  tropical  moon 
accorded  well  with  the  songs.

LL  THE  WORLD'S  A  STAGE"  was  found  to  be  literally  true,  dur- 
ing the  month  of  April  when  Universities  all  over  the  land,  high 
schools,  art,  technical,  and  grammar  schools,  were  vying  with 


one  another  in  honoring  the  tercentenary  of  Shakespeare. 

One  of  the  greatest  successes  in  a  more  than  successful  term  for  the 
Berkeley  High  School  was  the  excellent  rendering  of  Shakespeare's  "Twelfth 
Night",  by  the  students,  on  the  14th  of  April.  The  efforts  of  Mr.  Winter  and 
his  assistants  were  indeed  well  rewarded  by  the  hearty  co-operation  and,  in 
some  cases,  the  true  histrionic  talent  displayed  by  the  student  actors. 

From  the  rise  of  the  curtain  until  the  end  of  the  play  the  interest  of  the 
audience  never  relaxed.  The  stage  settings  were  unusually  effective,  and 
any  one  who  has  ever  heard  the  Berkeley  High  School  orchestra  need  not 
be  told  what  an  artistic  addition  it  has  proved  to  every  production,  "Twelfth 
Night"  being  no  exception  to  the  list  of  triumphs. 

As  for  the  characters,  when  all  were  so  good,  it  is  perhaps  going  out  of 
one's  way  to  make  special  mention  of  anyone,  but  the  general  concensus  of 
opinion  seems  to  be  that  Malvolio  (Revere  Hofstetter)  by  his  rendition  of  a 
difficult  part  with  such  keen  understanding  and  appreciation  of  his  lines, 
raised  the  performance  to  a  high  level  among  high  school  productions.  Sir 
Toby  was  the  typical,  jovial,  roisterous,  mischief  maker,  ably  aided  and 
abetted  by  Maria,  who  coquettishly  furthered  his  wily  schemes.  These  two 
characters  were  well  presented  by  Wales  Haas  as  Sir  Toby,  and  Neva 
Kimberlin  as  Maria. 

Two  other  parts,  charmingly  given,  were  those  of  Viola  (Hilma  Davis) 
and  Olivia  (May  Sutcliffe),  both  generously  adding  to  the  success  of  the 
evening  by  the  rendition  of  their  lines. 

Sir  Andrew  (George  Scheer)  was  in  his  typical  warlike  mood,  convulsing 
the  audience  with  his  sword  play.  He  would  be  an  ideal  representative  at 
the  present  time  to  the  "Peace  at  At  Any  Price"  Convention  for  the  defense 
of  our  country. 

Gait  Bell,  as  Duke  Orsino,  did  effective  work  as  also  did  Charles  Shaw 
as  Sebastian  and  Harry  Hambly  in  his  interpretation  of  Feste,  the  fool.

The  excellent  production  of  "Twelfth  Night",  however,  has  eclipsed  all 
previous  dramatic  efforts,  and  any  future  production  will  have  to  be  indeed 
flawless  in  order  to  surpass  the  dramatic  standard  now  set.  The  English 
department  of  the  Berkeley  High  School  may  be  more  than  satisfied  that 
during  the  tercentenary  celebration  of  Shakespeare  all  through  the  land,  the 
Berkeley  High  School  presented  a  distinguished  performance  of  the  Master's 
plays. 

It  is  indeed  a  fitting  thing  that  one  of  our  most  successful  years  in  ath- 
letics should  be  accompanied  by  an  equal  success  in  dramatics ;  it  goes  to 
show  that  the  school  abounds  in  brains  as  well  as  brawn. 
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UNDER  the  leadership  of  Charlie  Meek  and  his 
assistant,  "Bob"  Paul,  the  rallies  for  the  past 
term  have  been,  on  the  whole,  a  success.  The 
basketball  rallies  were  especially  "pepful"  and  helped 
out  the  team  a  great  deal  by  showing  that  the  fel- 
lows were  right  behind  them  with  the  spirit  that 
turns  out  winning  teams.  After  the  last  basketball 
rallies  the  special  "Grove  limousines"  which  were 
provided  were  packed  with  energetic  rooters  on  their 
way  to  see  Berkeley  win  another  game.

Meek  opened  the  program  with  a  "rouse-em"  which 
was  followed  by  Mr.  Wootten's  friendly  advice  to  the 
scrubs.  Mr.  Biedenbach  said  a  few  words  and  pre- 
sented bronze  footballs  to  the  State  Champion 
Rugby  Team  of  1915.  After  a  tune  from  the  band, 
talks  were  given  by  Davies  on  track,  Brown  on 
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swimming,  and  Palmgren  on  baseball.  The  "Durham  Trio"  next  rendered 
some  melodies  and  Davis  and  McCord  followed  with  two  fast  rounds  of 
boxing.

HE  Big  "B"  Society,  which  has  been  a  rather  dormant  organization 
for  some  time,  has  for  the  past  term  taken  a  definite  part  in  school 
athletic  activities  and  promises  to  improve  conditions  in  every 
way.  Although  not  much  is  heard  about  the  society,  meetings  have 
been  held  and  the  athletic  questions  decided.

There  are  many  reasons  for  the  existence  of  such  an  organization,  the 
most  important  one  of  which  is  expressed  in  an  introductory  clause  of  the 
constitution,  "The  purpose  of  this  society  shall  be  to  encourage  clean 
athletic  competition  and  participation  in  sport,  aid  the  officials  of  the  school 
in  handling  athletic  contests,  regulate  the  awarding  of  the  athletic  honors, 
and  carry  the  highest  ideal  of  true  sportsmanship  into  all  school  activities." 

To  carry  out  these  purposes  three  special  committees  are  named:  the 
Committee  on  Regulations,  for  regulating  the  awarding  of  athletic  honors, 
which  decides  whether  an  athlete  has  earned  a  "B"  or  not;  the  Committee 
on  Honors  for  nominating  candidates  for  athletic  honors;  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  Contests  for  selecting  officials  needed  for  the  contest. 

The  list  of  wearers  is  passed  by  the  Athletic  Director  of  the  School  and 
the  society,  then  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  authorization 
for  purchasing  the  "B"s.  Any  boy  who  has  won  the  right  to  wear  his 
school  emblem  is  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Big  "B"  Society,  and  on 
receiving  a  "B"  shall  be  given  a  star  for  each  succeeding  honor.  One  of 
the  rules  adopted  by  this  society  is  that  no  person  who  is  not  a  lawful 
wearer  of  the  "B"  shall  wear  a  block  "B"  in  any  form.  If  those  who  violate 
this  rule  would  show  a  little  spirit  and  lay  aside  the  "B's",  they  would 
be  helping  the  society  and  the  school  as  a  whole.  This  society  deserves 
the  students'  most  hearty  support,  especially  in  making  the  Big  "B"  the 
highest  kind  of  an  athletic  honor.  There  is  still  plenty  of  room  for  develop- 
ment, and  with  the  twenty  odd  members  and  new  wearers  of  the  "B"  it  is 
expected  that  the  society  should  become  an  important  factor  in  the  school.
